Halitax, .'Viiril 8. — Much interest 
was nuinifested in the Legislative C'oun 
oil proceedings to-day, as it was under 
stood tli'at the Government CoIIcl'o Bill 
would come up after routine business. 
Mr. Owen, of Lunenburg, appeared 
with a commission as councillor in place 
of Mr. Cutler, of Guysboi-ough, whose 
resignation tho Government are under- 
stood to have procured in a remarkable 
way. Owen's appointment was oppos 
ed by the Eastern sujijiortera of the 
Government, but iu the hope of carry 
ing their Bills the Government thrust 
him in. Two members wore absent 
from ill health — ^Ir. Whitman of tho 
Opposition, and Dr. Parker of the Gov- 
ernment side. The Government party 
triad to postpone the College Bill. A 
motion to adjourn the debate was lost, 
and the debate continued, resulting in 
the Bill being thrown out by a vole of 10 
to 9. Two Opposition members. But- 
ler and Boudrot, voted with the Gov- 
ernment, and one Government sup- 
porter, Fraser, voted with the Ojiposi- 
tion. Tho debate was listened to i)y 
au unusually largo gathering, 'and the 
result was hailed with applause, The 
defeat of the Bill is regarded with 
satisfaction by many because it saves 
the University of Halifax, and by 
many others because it condemns tho 
denominational grants. 

Halifax, April 10. — The defeat of 
the College Bill in tho Legislativu 
Council has created a serious difliculty 
for the Government. Some of thoir 
su[iport('r.s in the Assembly, who only 
assented to the Bill under groat pres- 
sure, and hav(^ since found the measure 
very unpopular, are much pleased that 
it has been defeated. 

Thos. P. Way, aged 60, for twenty 
years a prominent merchant connected 
with the crockery-ware trade in this 
city, died very suddenly yesterday 
morning. 

iMo.vTiti'AL, A])ril 8. — The trial of 
Thonia-j F. O'Briou, for forgery of a 
receipt of $18,000, reached a conclusion 
this morning. The circumstances of 
the case are already widely known, the 
forged receipt being to cover a debt due 
the Ramsay estate. O'Brien claimed 
that he paid money for the most part 
out of funds he had sowed in an over- 
coat, that he paid in seventeen $1,000 
notes and two of $500 each. His 
[irincipal witness, Fitzgerald, swore 
that ho paid the money with a roll of 
bills three inches thick, and that he 
witnessed tho signature of the receipt 
through a crack in tha door. Tho last 
witness was examined at eleven o'clock 
this morning. Mr. J. J. Uurran spoke 
to the jury from that time until one 
o'clock, and from two to four. Mr. C. 
P. Davidson, Crown prosecutor, spoke 
until five, and Hon. Judge Baby, whoso 
charge was remarkably concise, spoke 
for an hour, charging directly against 
the prisoner, who had failed to show 
where he got the money to pay, and 
who it was shown must have altered 
the receipt from a smaller sum to a 
larger amount. He believed the evi- 
dence of Fitzgerald unreliable and im- 
probable, and the "handwriting ex- 
perts" were not to be relied upon at all, 
as their evidence was not founded upon 
any science. The court room was 
crowded, and tho silence was intense as 
Judge Baby's faultless English was ut- 
tered. The prisoner preserved a very 
quiet demeanor, and looked straight in 
front of him while the jury filed out of 
tqe box. At length after ten minutes, 
the jury came in and delivered a ver- 
dict of guilty, t *The prisoner was com- 
pletely overcome, covered his face with 
his hands, ttnd quickly Btoppcd dov.-n 
out of sight. O'Brien was a miu of 
largo real estate projects, y}M Trorth 



several hundred thousand dollar.s,found- 
ed Victoria City, to the north of Jlount 
Royal park, and, had 111.1 schemes suc- 
ceetled, would liavo counted his gains 
by millions.

Tho Toronto Mail of the latest dates 
throws-cold watea on iMr. DeCosmos' 
mission to England. It says " it is ob- 
vious that 710 reasonable hope of even the 
reception, iiot to say the consideration, of 
atuh an applicalion can b* scarcely enter- 
tained. The British government has 
g;iven the very plainest indications of 
its determination not to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the Dominion ; and 
tho Eaquimalt and Nanaimo railway is 
one of the very smallest of our internal 
affairs. Tho yiews expressed hy Mr. 
DeOosmos' own constituents show that 
the opinion of at least a considerabln 
portion of tho people is against the pro- 
secution of Mr. DeCosmos' mission. 
We have published one Li-legram al 
ready, and another protest 1ms juat 
come to hand, * * * In both 
telegrams tho people seize on tho main 
point for consideration, viz., that the 
Dominion government is really doing 
its best (and doing it successfully), to 
carry out the very fullest measure of 
justice to British Columbia. The rail- 
way at present under contract in Brit- 
ish Columbia is estimated to cost nearly 
seven millions of dollars, and tho pro- 
secution of the work has been already 
of great benefit to the chief towns and 
tho country between Yale and Victoria. 
The government retains tho power of 
building the western link, thus giving 
the province the best guarantee of tbo 
speedy prosecution of tho work. Tha 
administration of justice has, as we said 
before, been greatly improved. The 
local necessities of the province have 
been carefully and generously attended 
to. The Esquinialt graving dock has 
been arranged for. And the province 
has had in ten years more attention- 
more benefit, and more assured guaran 
tees of the completion of tho railway 
than it has had since the Union. Un- 
der these circumstances, the people do 
well to protest against a mission of me- 
nace to England, u luissidu which QjUit 
fail, and which can only reflect un- 
pleasantly on those who advised it." 
People here are watching with much 
interest the issue of tbo appeal. Our 
great fear has been that tho dclegato 
•will not get a hearing. The remark of 
the Mail strengthens that fear.

In another page will be found a 
statement concerning Mr. Macdouqalb 
and tho governorship of this province.' 
In the Ottawa Free Press of recent date 
we find that the editor ia requested by 
Mr. ifcD. to state that he has no know- 
ledge of, and is not a party to the sug- 
gested appointment to the governor- 
ship. It is no secret that a majority of 
tho members of parliament signed, dur- 
ing tho last session, a recommendation 
to tho Governor General in favor of an- 
other person. Mr. Macdouoall is of 
opinion that his "usefulness," in tho 
face of such an expression of 
opinion, would bo "gone" before he could 
reach thecountry,aBhediscovered, much 
to his chagrin, on a former occasion. 
The hon. gentlemim has taken up his 
residence in Ottawa and is practising 
his profession. >-Firom Ma exposition of 
cho limited powers and routine duties 
of governors, in his argument before 
the Supreme Court in the Mercer e.s- 
late case, we suspect that, ofhce is not 
one that be aspires to. 



FItENCH IMMIGRATION TO 
CANADA. 

Immigrants from all parts of the 
world are preparing to pour into Can- 
ada. In another article wo show that 
Irish immigration is about to bo divert- 
ed to the Northwe.tt and assisted to 
reach there by the British government; 
and on the 12th inst. Mr. J. E. Per- 
RAULT submitted to the Ottawa govern- 
ment the plans of the Union Commer- 
caile Franco Canadienne company, of 
which he is the secretary, in order to 
obtain the subsidy of ^50,000 voted 
during the last session in favor of a 
fortnightly line of steamers between a 
French port and Montreal in sum- 
mer, and Halifax in winter. The 
company which he now represents as it 
delegate to the Dominion governmeni 
has a- subscribed capital of $240,000 
and is composed of French and French 
Canadian capitalists. Its purpose is a 
three-fold one. First the establish- 
ment of a line of steamers which, 
should tho government grant a subsidy, 
would be crossing the Atlantic in a 
couple of months. Secondly, tho colo- 
nization of a tract of the Northwest 
with substantial settlers well provided 
with means. Those who are not will 
be assisted in their efforts by a coloni- 
zation society, possessing a capital of 
$500,000, which will undertake to 
setile an area of 100 square leagues 
within the space of ten years. Tho so- 
ciety is prepared to advance to intend- 
ing emigrants not only their passage 
money, but to give them a furnished 
dwelling, agricultural implement.-?, a 
yoke of oxen, and sufficient provisions 
to enable thorn to await tlie reaping of 
their first crop, the whole advance to bo 
reimbursed to the company in ten 
equal payments, bearing interest at 6 
per cent. Thirdly, tho company in- 
tends making a special exhibition to be 
hold in Montreal this fall. Should the 
government grant the subsidy, the com- 
pany will begin operations at once, as 
it is anxious to have settlers at work in 
the Northwest as early as the first days 
of July. 

''THE DEMOCRATIC CONFED- 
ERATION." . 

Such is the namo of the new English 
party, just formed. Its firjt president 
was Mr. Joseph Cowen, M. P., one of 
the members for Newcastle. After 
professing to be a thorough-going and 
consistent Radical, Mr. Cowan has 
proved in reality to bo an erratic poli- 
tician. Ho cannot bo depended upon 
to support any nieasuro brougiit in by 
a Liberal Government. He has a per- 
sonal dislike to Mr. Gladstone, and a 
personal admiration for LoRO Beacons- 
field. But Mr. Cowan did not long 
countenance tho new party, and it is 

:< without a head almost immediately 
after its formation. Professor Beesly 
was present at the early meeting. He 
is one of the Positivist sect, and he 

- ■■• fbllows the religious ritual as well as 
the philosophy of Comte. Indeed, 
some of the discontented and eccentric 
politicians have agreed to constitute a 
party having for its programme adult 
suffrage, biennial Parliaments, equal 
electoral districts, payment of members 
Parliament, the natipnalization of the 
■ land, the abolition of 'the House of 
, L(yds, bribery at elections being de- 

1. ■ blared felony, and legislatire indepen- 
dence for Ireland. If the new party 
shall have to wait till Ireland be inde- 
pendent before its other objects are at- 
tained, it will have to wait a very long 
tim*.

Seavy Slide near Spuzzou— Wagron 
Road Carried A-way—^il 
Trafflo Stopped. 

From Charles Jlorton, Esq., who 
c mo down j-e.storday from Nicola we 
gather tho following interesting items of 
news: In Nicola matters and things are 
tic arishing iiioro tliau ever before. Tho 
apriii;, opened up beautifully quito oarly 
in March. All through the. winter cattle 
did splendidly. No loss whatever among 
stock. During tho calving season a fjw 
cows, as is usual ovory spring, got mirod 
in tho soft ground, but the loss in this re- 
spect was very trilling. Spring work was 
nearly over on tho 17th inst. wlion Mr. 
Morton left. A largo area of ground has 
been put under crop. Mr. C. Boak alone 
has broken up some 400 acres. The 
ready market at the railroad works has 
given a great impetus to agricultural pur- 
suits as well as stock raising. The only 
drawback now, and it is a serious one, is 
the lamsntable condition of the wagon 
roi»d out to Spcncc'a bridge. For several 
miles from tho bridge at tho mouth of tho 
Nicola tho cribbing has boon carried a way 
in many places, making it absolutely dan- 
gerous and almost impossible for a horse 
or man to pass. Some teams camo down 
a few days ago with produce hoping that 
it was practicable to take wagons to 
pieces and pack them over tho breaks; 
btit this was found to bo entirely out of 
the question, consequently when only 
about seven miles from their journey's 
end they had to go back 30 miles to Nic- 
ola-then nearly 50 to Kanduops, thonco 
80 moro to Sponce's bridge, by way of 
Cache Ciouk making about ICO miles 
travel or a good week's work in order 
to reach thoir destination. Tho now 
bridge is open for foot 'passengers to-day 
and before tho end of tlio week will bo 
puasablo fnr tcanin, that i.s sn])poaing 
teams could get to it from tho Nicola side 
which at preaent cannot b» dune. Tlie 
road ought to havo been repaired ainiul- 
tuueoualy with tho completion of tho 
bridge. It is to bo hoped that no time 
will now be lost by the government in re- 
pairing one of tho moat useful pieces of 
road in the province and again givo tho 
people of this tiourisliing and important 
sottlomont an opportunity of getting their 
produce to market. It now requires tho 
most strenuous exertions on the part of 
the mail contractor to get hia mail mat- 
ter through on account of tho wretchoil 
condition into which tho road has boon 
allowed to fall.

One 3rothor-in-LaTjr Sills Another oif 
the Stroot. 

Sa.v Francisco, April 22.— At about 
half-past tbn this morning a shooting af- 
fray ocouirfcd at ih'e 'oofniar of Washing- 
ton and Kearney streets between Thos. 
W. Cunningham and J. \. Chandler, in 
■which the former was killed and tho 
latter woundod though not dangerously. 
Family quarrela were the cause of the 
tragedy, tho parties having married sis- 
tors. Chandler claims that Cunningham 
sought to break up his family, in conso- 
quonco of which Chandliji's wife left him 
and sued for a divorce. Ho also claims 
that Cunningham first drew a jiistol with 
throatening languargo. Cunningham was a 
commissicn merchant. Chandler was 
formerly employed in the mint and was 
subs'eqiient'y a meinber of tho California 
board of brokers. Later he has boon out 
of business, but is expecting a govern- 
ment appointment. It is rojiortod that ho 
is a nephew of tho late Zack Chandlor. 

ANOTHER REPORT. 

A moro e.vtendod statement by Chand- 
ler, regarding tho tragedy, is to tho fol- 
lowing effect; Owing to the influence of 
Cunningham, Mrs. Chandler commoncod 
proceedings for a divorce. Chandler 
filed a counter bill. Meantime Mra. 
Chandler left her homo and took up her 
residence with Sir. and Mrs .Cunningham. 
Last Friday Chandlor went to Cunning- 
ham's housB for tho purpose of seeing his 
child. Ho was requested to wait outside. 
While there he was assaulted by Cunning- 
ham and another man, but nothing seri- 
ous occurred. Chandlor then obtained an 
order of tho court to suo his child. Mean- 
time a dispute arose regarding tho owner- 
ship of a trunk or some otlier piece of 
personal property, and this morning the 
case camo up in Justice Ryan's court, 
corner of Washington and Kearney streets. 
Before its conclusion Cunningham left tho 
court room. Soon aftor Chandler started 
out and met Cunningham at tho door. 
Chandler 8aid,..in effect that, he loved his 
wife ai'id'wiinlod no trouble and asked if 
some amicable arrangement could not be 
had. Cunningham replied by dr.iwing'a 
revolver and saying. "Will you have it 
now?" On tho impulse of self-presorva- 
tiqn Chandler drew and emptied tho con- 
tents of his revolver at his antagonist. 
Ono shot struck him squarely in tho fore- 
head and ho fell. Chandler received ono 
shot which paaaed through his arm, lodg- 
ing in his aide, inflicting a flesh wound. 
All the chnmbors of Chandler's pistol wore 
found empty and four of Cunningham's.

Tlio Diroctoi:! ill ninkiiig thoir Annual Picport hnvp to inform tho Subscribora 
tli.it lUiriiig tho paat yonr thuy have BticcecHlcd in purchasing a plot of land of 6 acres 
iiiiniodiiituly iidjoining tho Hospital, for tho piirposo of orbcting an Asylum for Oon- 
valoHConts in connection with the Hospital. Tho Government haTO Toted a sum of 
muiioy for the erection of the ncccBsary buildings; but before tho works coujd b« 
coiiiinencod the Government required the land to be conveyed to the Crown, which 
lias boon tlonu. TIio coining spring will, it is hoped, seo this most necessary adjunct 
til tho institutions of tho I'rovinco coinploted. 

Tho Directors rci^rot thut tho Houao of Assornbly have pasaod a resolution com- 
ok'toly rovoraiiig tho policy tindor whidi tho Hospital has been for so many yoara 
nut iinsuccossf Lilly inaniigcd; hithortci thu Government have boon content with hav- 
inj^ two Dircotora on tho Board, and as a rule these Government Directors have beoa 
active and useful inombors, and huvu fully ansn-ored tho pUrposoa for nhioh they waro 
placed on the Board. 

Tlxo othor Directors are the nominees of tho Subscribera. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of thoso fi)r whom a hospital ia supported. The 
attention ncuessary to details takes up a i^ruat deal of time, and to aapposo that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will b« equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will be a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which the public now take In the ipiti- 
tutioh will, it is foarod, greatly lesson, and tho aotiro and friendly aasittimeo g^irea by 
many will hardly bo extended to a puroly Government institution. 

Tho Direotors have again to express thoir thanks to Messrs. Dunsmulr and the 
VancoLivor Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
iiulividuiils who liavo fjonorouBly contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tlie aflairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, as will be soon by 
tho amount of autloringa roliovodand tho Treaaurer's account of tho expendituro. 

In closing tiiis report tho Directors regret that tho change introduced by the 
flovernmont will prevent them again ofFerint,' thoir services, and from the applications 
which have boon rocoived for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, thoy fear that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

There j'et remains to bo considered tho question of tho ownership of the pro- 
perty and the terma on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will afTect it. On this aubject tho Direotors are not yot iii a poiition to 
give an opinion.

Of whom 10 havo died from thu following causes: — Lung Disease, 6; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; I'aralysis, 1; Old Ago and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I havo to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered mo any assistance I wits in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal alTaira of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the pationts compatiblo with the 'disoipline 
necessary in a public institution. . . •
